Gen. Ike's War Policies 


PITTSBURGH-«»-Secretary of State Acheaon said today that cam- 


paign promises to "bring the boys home" from Korea would lead the 
American people to disaster. 


So, he said, would promises of 


"short-cuts and tax-cuts." 


In an address prepared for a 


fathering of the CIO Electrical 
Workers Union, Acheaon hit back 
at foreign policy course proposed 
by Dwight Eisenhower, the Repub- 
lican nominee for president. He 
did not name his target, but said 
that the other course open for 
Americans, means "facing the 
lard responsibilities" of Korea and 
the cost of defense "without any 
sugar-coating." 


Eisenhower has called for with- 


drawal of most American troops 
from the front lines In Korea and 
for manning the defenses against 
Communists with South Koreans. 


He also haa pledged tax cuta in 
the near future! 


Without mentioning names, 


Acheson assailed anti-Communists 
he sa}d rely on "a strong voice 
and a weak conscience. To defend 
democracy by anti-democratic 
means—by the big lie, by the 
smear, by Indiscriminate accusa- 
tions—will destroy democracy." 


This was an apparent reference 


to Republican Sens. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin and William 
Jenner of Indiana, who have criti- 
cized Acheeon's foreign policy and 
the loyalty of George Marshall, 
former secretary of state.

Hollingsworth said it was a "fla- 
grant misuse of the taxpayers' 
money" in paying the regular 
salary of Dr. Paul H. Hletko, the 
department's chief medical officer. 


Kept on Payroll 


The Republican party official 


said Dr. Hletko was kept on the 
payroll at $934 a month until last 
July 1 and at $9M a month there- 
after. The welfare department, 
which ftiipervifles mental and wel- 
fare Institutions, is under the Juris- 
diction of Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson. 


Hoehler said Dr. Hletko, s vet- 


eran of 1» years service with the 
state, became ill a year ago and 
underwent hospital treatment. Lat- 
er, he returned to his Job and 


regularly, until 
worked "rather 
July," Hoehler said, then under- 
went a checkup at Kankakee State 
hospital.

The physician resumed work in

Any Great Play Demands Thought 


BY OSWALD JAOOBY 


The man who dives from the top 


of the'Empire State Building into 
a small barrel of water is always 
vtry matter of fact about his feat. 
"You need only four feet two in- 
dies of water," he will say, and 
he will go on to prove that'any- 
body at all'could do it. 


The same thing'is true of certain 


high dives at the bridge table. 
There'* always a logical explana- 
tion .later on, but 'they still look 
pretty'food. For example, take the 
beautiful play made recently in a 
rubber game by Perry L. Ruston. 


Ruston opened the king of club* 


and was allowed to hold the trick. 
He "continued clubpy <wd dummy* 
ace won. Now declarer led a low 
trump from dummy to the ace of 
spade* In hi* own hand, and Rus- 
ton executed his high dive 
by 


dropping the king of spades. 


There was a logical explana- 


tion, of course. Declarer surely 
would have tried a finesse if He 
had held the jack of spades. Since 
no finesse was anticipated, East 
must hold the jack of spades. 


South's bidding indicated that 


he held only four spades, so East 
was marked with three trumps. 
Hence 'the defenders would still 
get the same single trump trick 
whether or not Ruston dropped his 
king. 


The full beauty of Jhe play be- 


came apparent later on. East was 
bound to win his jack of spades In 
time to lead a heart, and this gave 
West two heart tricks in addition 
to the club and the trump. Thus 
declarer was set one trick. 
• Now see what happens If West 
keeps the king of spades when 
declarer plays the ace of that suit. 
South leads a second spade, and 
West must win with the king. 


Now, what? If West leads hearts. 


South's king will win a trick. If 
West leads anything else. South

very, tasty. Many folks feel 'that 
just tomatoes are quite flat in 
taste. Maybe you'd like to try It?

This 
makes a juice that is quite clear, 
with minimum amounts of pulp.

Sweet Potatoes 


By June Pilgrim, Home Advisor 


A call came Into the, office to- 


day in regard to storing sweet po- 
tatoes. Probably there are others 
of you who have had a-few ques- 
tions about this, too. since it has 
been a very good sweet potato 
year. 
. . 


They should be dug as they ma 


ture. or directly after- the first 
killing frost. 
If harvesting'is de- 


layed the vine decay penetrates 
down Into the tubers. 


Sweet potatoes are easily injur- 


ed and must be handled carefully 
at all times. It is best to sort 
them in the field and place them 
in crates at that time. This avoids 
some extra handling. 
, 
. 


They should be cured at 80, to 85 


degree temperatures for two weeks 
before putting into storage. The 
very best storage is 60 to 65 de> 
grees. 
The furnace room, al- 


though usually having a somewhat 
higher temperature, makes a good 
storage place. The higher tem- 
perature merely results in slightly 
greater shrinkage. 


Sweet potatoes cannot be stored 


for as long a period as white po- 
toes especially under the average 
home conditions.

WASHINGTON,—«&—In the Ko- 


rean War, as In all others, there 
are some soldiers who deliberately 
wound themselves to get out of 
battle or out of the Army. 


But the Army believes, although 
£t can't prove it one way or the 


other, that thd number in this war 
is comparatively small. 


In response to questions, the pro- 


vost marshal general's office today 
made a spot check of records of 
the Far East Command from the 
period July 1, 1951, to June 30. 
US2. The office said that showed 
only seven cases which were es- 
tablished definitely as self-inflicted 
wounding. 
41 
Detection Difficult 


However, other' Army officers 


with long experience in such mat- 
ters point out that it is difficult 
to detect and prove an actual case 
of self-inflicted wound. Almost the 
whole burden of evidence rests on 
the surgeons in the field who treat 
wounded men and on checks made 
at the scene by investigators. 


And they must rely primarily on 


tne type of the wound including 
l^hether suspicious powder burins 
Trom cloee firing of a weapon and 
t!w location of tte wound and OB 


testimony of the man and his com- 
rades to show conclusively the act 
was intentional. 


But if a case can be proved, the 


going is rough for the soldier who 
tries it. 


There Is a maximum sentence of 


seven years hard labor and dis- 
honorable discharge possible—and 
in time of war the maximum pro- 
vision may be suspended and even 
heavier sentence imposed. 


If Investigations show the man 


was of sound mind at the time he 
deliberately wounded himself, he 
receives no disability payments 
upon discharge. 


Rotation Helps 


There is one feature of the Ko- 


rean War which may help to ex- 
plain the apparent low incidence of 
self-inflicted wound cases. 


In World Wsr H there was no 


rotation system. The rotation sys- 
tem in Korea, under which the 
average man can figure he will 
start home after anywhere from 11 
to about U months, makes a dif- 
ference in soldier thinking, say the 
experts. He has a known, definite 
time when he can expect to get 
through with his Job and he doesnt 
need to puncture himself with a 
bullet to get out.
